The governnent must 
not admit its present weakness, either to its ow people or abroad, Thoere- 
fore, it mst follow a strong, bold and tourh policy, manifested by Sokc- 
lovski's insults to the powriul Anglo-Americans, Gromyko’s non-cooperative 
attitude In the UN, etc. The same bold line must be followed down to the 
relatively low Berlin Komandatura level and even to the border control 
points dealing wlth Anglo-American personnel.
